A. The overall objecdive- of-tho LIEMPTY project activity is to collect | 
operational information on thé LINERICK installation and personnel, as welk - 
as related targets of opportunity, through stationary and mobile photo- , 
: graphic and physical surveillance coverage. Corollary objectives which are 
to be fulfilled through the use of the LIENPTY installations and personnel 


are as follows: - 


1) To provide operational information pertaining to the daily activities 
and movements of LIMERICK personnel, particularly those individuals of 
intelligence interest, as well aa information on the LIMERICK physical 
facilities and visitors to the premises. 


2) To collect operational information pertaining to other targeta of 
opportunity, other official installations, and perscas of intelligence 
interest operating in Mexico. 


3) To provide operational support and other protective services to Station 
personnel and Spsretione as way be deemed necessary. 


‘Be The above objectives: are to be fulfilled through the use of vhe LDCTED, 
LILyrRic, and LICALLA fixed installations, the LIEYIRAP mobile unit, and the 
services of contract agents Raymond H. GERENDE and Oliver G. SCANTLING. These 
objectives are in consonance with and represent partial fulfillment of the 
following sections of the current Related Mission Directive as approved for

| C. Throughout the period under review, Project LIEMPTY continued to contribute 
directly and significantly to the fulfillment of Station and Headquarters’ 
requests and requireuents for coverage of various targets falling within the 
framework of the above cited objectives and the Related Nission Directive. 
Specivic examples of LIEMPTY: progress, accomplishments andi contributions by 
each project component are as follows: 


1) LIMTreD 


Throughout the reporting period, until operational activity waa terainated 
and the photographic equipment evacuated from the LIMITED basehouse on 
26 September 1968 (vecause of security implications stemming from the 
release of the Warren Coumission report, see Section II, CHANGES), ‘he 
oars LIMITED installation provided datly photographic coverage and physical 

° surveillance of the main gate of LIMERICK installation during the afternoon 
and early evening hours. The Station considers the LINITED photographic 
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coverage an essential ani reliable tool for following the daily activities 
of the target personel ani the arrival ani departure of visitors, soue of 
whom have been PEFRINSYs. In addition, the LINITED installation provided 
a fixed radio dispatch base for the LISMERACS team, Because of the 
extremely” ‘tight. security. weasures instituted by the local security forces 
in the iomediate vicinity of the LINERICK installation, stakeouts by the 


fanitlateral [ourvetliance team are precluded. However, with LIMITED 


personnel dispatching the team from positions removed from the protective 
security ring, onto targets departing the installation, surveillance 
coverage is nese poss bike. 


LILYRIG 


The LILYRIC installation also provided photographic and fixed visual sur 
veillance of the front of the LIMERICK installation throughout the period 
under review, during the morning and early afternoon hours. This photo- 
graphic coverage and the written logs of the movement of LIMERICK 
personnel prepared by LILYRIC personnel, couplewents the LIMITED coverage 
used by the Station in its KUDESK operations against the LIMERICK target 
and has been judged to de of equal quality ani value to the LINITED 


coverage. 


LICALLA 
The LICALLA installation continued to provide coverage of the back of 


-the LIMERICK installation, the garien, and patio area vhere many of the 


personnel and their fauilies congregate. This coverage gives the Station 
{ts real insight into the LIMERICK target ani provides a large part of the 
information-on which the Station bases its identification of LINERICK 
staffers, their rank «Gi positions, the staffing estimates, and the 
intelligence connections. of the various officers. In addition some 
information cf LAURICLS interest 1s provided by LICALLA (see paragraph 2, 
section f of HNNA-2k235 dated 2 September 196% for further details). 


LTEXTRAP toy 

A greatly increased use of the LIENTRAP unit was evidenced throughout 
the period under review. This asset was employed extensively for photo- 
graphic coverage of PCN Hesiquarters, the PCN Vomen'’s Congress, the hones 
of PCM members, and the residences of foreign Communist exiles in Nexico. 
Much of this coverage vas in support of past or planned recruitment 
attempts and was néeded to. provide identifications of other local or 


visiting Coummists. Specifically LIENTRAP coverage assisted in the 
ddentifteation and the verification of the address and contacts of 
LIGXIDE-1, prior to the Station's successful recruitment of this high- 


level PCM member. The section primarily responsible for the Station's 
anti~PCM activity has classified the LIENTRAP coverage as a most

A) On 2b September 1964, the Station was informed by Headquarters that a 
LIENITY project photograph which was one of several supplied to the Warren 
Commission in Novenber 1963, would be published in that Commission's formal 
overt report, Since LINSRICK officials would undoubtedly be able to | 
recognise the individual in. the photographs as a visitor to their 
installation and with a:view towards the atteridant possible security probleas, 
the LINITSD, LILYRIC, ani LICALLA operations were suspended on 26 and 27 
September and all photographic and other compromising equipment was evacuated < 
froa these baselioisés, --Al1 basehouse personnel were briefed in general on the 
situation and ‘apecifically ‘on -hov. to cope with any possible inquiries from 
Goverment officials or ‘LYNERICK inspired or prompted newsmen. Craplete 
emergency communications systeug, yere arranged for all basehouse personnel, 
Raynoni H. GERENDE and Oliver G. SCANTLING. Upon receipt by the Station of a 
copy of the photograph, ait wae determined that the LIMITED basehouse had 
provided the photograph ‘in question... Tits consideration, linked with further 
analysis of the limttations upon any counteractiona available to LIMERICK 
officials, allowed the Station to re-activate the LILYRIC and LICALLA bases 
on a phased basis in early Cctober 1964, However, because LIMITED was the 
originator of the to-be-published photograph and due to the age and deterio~ 
rated condition of the LIMITED property (owned by KUBARK), Station Mexico 
City did not reactivate LIMITED and presented to Headquarters a plan for the 
demolition of the present LIMITED structure with recowmendationa for the 
construction of.a new building complex. (See MEXT 1307 dated 20 October 1964 


for additional details). 


.B) In accoriance with paragraph 2 of HMMW-12297 dated 28 January 1964, the 
value and -productivity of all assets under Project LIEMPTY was closely 
reviewed against the necessary security and effictency requirements, It was 
determined that LIBMPTY-12 andi LIENPTY-8 could be terminated without causing 
intolerable gaps in operational coverage or an unacceptable decrease in 
efficiency, Both LIEMPTY-12 ana LIEMPTY-8 were terminated on 30 June 19645 
at the same time, in keeping with the ODYOKE economy program, a further effort 
was wads to reduce the costs of this project by placing LIENPTY-29 on an 
hourly rate for work performed for the Station. .
